2. Claims 3-6 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
Record fails to teach or suggest a fiber web with opposing faces and an intermediate region 
between the opposing faces, wherein a tacky material is impregnated into the fiber web such that 
the tacky material is present at the opposing faces and the level of the tacky material is greater in 

the intermediate region than at either of the opposing faces.
